THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH, 


For  Year  ending  December  j I st,  igo^. 


The  year’s  statistics  do  not  show  any  material  alteration 
in  either  the  birth  or  death  rate  as  compared  with  last  year, 
the  latter  is  still  extremely  low. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  deaths  under  one  year 
of  age  per  looo  births  registered,  has  steadily  decreased  for 
the  last  three  years,  and  this  year  is  the  lowest  recorded. 

I estimate  the  population  of  the  district  is  now  5050. 

The  district  has  been  free  from  any  serious  outbreak 
of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever  at  one  time  threatened  to  be  epidemic, 
four  cases  being  notified  within  three  weeks  in  July,  but 
although  I examined  the  children  attending  the  classes  at 
the  schools  which  the  patients  attended,  no  common  origin 
could  be  traced,  and  during  August  no  further  cases  were 
notified. 

The  district  has  again  been  entirely  free  from 
Diphtheria. 
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No  deaths  have  occurred  from  Measles  or  Whooping 
Cough,  the  only  death  from  an  infectious  disease  being  that 
of  a man  removed  from  an  adjoining  parish  to  the  Medical 
Provident  Home,  who  died  there  from  Enteric  Fever. 

I he  year’s  rainfall  in  the  district  amounted  to  i8’o8, 
no  hoods  occurred  as  in  the  previous  year. 

I he  effluent  from  the  sewaj^e  works  has  been  of  a 

o 

satisfactory'  character  throucrhout  the  vear. 

The  rejDort  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  shows  more 
complaints  received  than  usual,  but  most  were  with 
reference  to  trivial  matters.  In  two  cases  it  was  necessaVy 
to  summon  the  owners  before  certain  very  necessary 
works  were  carried  out.
